trial. After a period of imprisonment he wee convicted in February 1247 of 
oei labors tiea with the Germans and of sundry atrocities. Be received e sentence 
of two years* iapritoanent, ess released in October 1947, and en 2 Bo veufeer 
1247 was able to leave Hungary with a large quantity of personal baggage and 
eoosi to Austria. We aonsldsr the extraordinary leniency of bis sentence and 
the ease of bis escape free Hungary, which was apparently accomplished with the 
eld of Hungarian autherlid.ee, aa Indications that be sup at that time have been 
under control of s Hungarian or Soviet service which facilitated bis entry into 
Austria la order that he might operate against the Westers powers,
